SUBJECT: Security of New U.S. Embassy, Moscow 25X1 


1. Action Requested: For use in discussion with Ambassador Watson. 


2. Background: After many years of negotiations, the United States 
and the Soviets are in agreement on new construction projects for Embassies 
and living accommodations in Moscow and Washington. 


- The Soviets have nearly completed their apartment complex 
at Mt. Alto and have been authorized to begin occupancy. Constru- 
ction of their Chancery will start soon. ae 


- In Moscow, the site for the U.S. Embassy has been cleared, 
the cornerstone laying has occurred, and construction wil? commence soon. 


- The DCI Security Committee has developed and obtained full 
coordination on a comprehensive plan for maintaining security of the 
r new U.S. Embassy during construction. 


~ To assist State in implementation of this plan and to 
advise on other security problems which may arise, a Security Advisory 
Group has been formed under the Security Committee. The State member 5 ey 40

1. At the 19 September SECOM meeting, Jerry Rubino 
mentioned that Justice attorneys were reviewing secrecy 
agreements used by Community agencies. You asked him 
for details. He advised that Miles Foy, an attorney 
who works for Assistant Attorney General John Harmon, 
has just completed his assigned task of identifying and 
compiling the various agreements in use. Jerry says 
Foy has no instructions to do any analyses or prepare 
any proposals in this area. Such tasking is possible, 
however. 


2. Suggest we take no further action at this time, 
Seating aia an official request, Justice 
moving into a more active role, or the HPSCI raising 
the subject in connection with their report on personnel 


security, unless you really want to have the Compartmentation 
Subcommittee look at the recent CIA agreement.
